SHOCK RESIGNATION OF TWO TRUSTEES 


THE Club for Young Peo¬ 
ple in Lyme Regis, closed 
for several years because it 
was declared unfit for pur¬ 
pose, is to be auctioned off 
- in Plymouth. 

The decision by the 
club’s trustees has been 
greeted with widespread 
anger, especially as discus¬ 
sions have been continuing 
over the possibility of the 
Woodroffe School taking 
over the Church Street 
building as part of its Ex¬ 
tended Schools pro-

gramme. The trustees have 
been strongly criticised for 
refusing to meet with MP 
Oliver Letwin and Marcus 
Dixon, chief executive of 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, to discuss a business 
plan for the proposal. 

Both the Youth Consor¬ 
tium, set up by Lyme Lor- 
ward, and the Youth Club 
Action Group have con¬ 
demned the action of the

trustees. The action group 
has also called an urgent 
public meeting for 6pm at 
St Michael’s Primary 
School tomorrow (Thurs¬ 
day) to update the public 
on the latest events. 

Two weeks ago the 
trustees, led by President 
Ken Meech, issued a state¬ 
ment saying they would be 
forced to sell the premises 
within two months unless 
funding for it became 
available. 

But this week it was re¬ 
vealed that the building, 
said to need £250,000 
spent on it, is to be auc¬ 
tioned in Plymouth on July 


21st. It has also emerged 
that two long-serving 
trustees, former mayor 
Barbara Austin, and Derek 
Hallett, have resigned. 

Mr Hallett claimed that 
decisions were being made 
by the trustees’ officers 
without consultation with 
all members and that he 
was “appalled” that they 
had refused to meet with 
Mr Letwin and Mr Dixon. 

In his letter of resignation 
to trustees secretary Au¬ 
drey Coussens, Mr Hallett 
said: “There is huge feeling 
in the town that the trustees 
are not acting in the best 
interests of the young peo¬ 
ple of Lyme Regis and I am 
thoroughly unhappy with 
the lack of information and 
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decision making denied to 
all Trustees. 

“Under these circum¬ 
stances, I do not wish to be 
associated any longer with 
the organisation.” 

Councillor Austin told 
the View from Lyme Regis : 
“I have resigned because 
the progress on that build¬ 
ing is so slow and I do not 
want to see it become an¬ 
other Three Cups. 

“I think there is a group 
of younger people waiting 
in the wings to take over 
that building and do some¬ 


thing with it for the young 
people of Lyme. I think we 
should get it to those peo¬ 
ple to see what they can do 
with it. 

“I am very sad to go. I 
have worked my socks off 
for the club in the past. I 
was secretary of it for 
eight years and over the 
last few years we have or¬ 
ganised lots of things to try 
and keep it going but we 
did not have the support 
and it is very sad.

NEIL Vincent has been working at the 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis for the past 
four years where he is head of the maths de¬ 
partment. 

He was born in the midlands but moved to 
Milton Keynes where he lived throughout his 
teenage years before going to the University 
of Nottingham where he studied for a degree 
in maths.

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Plea to trustees to'do right 
thing for the young people'

“I do hope we can find a 
satisfactory solution so 
that the young people of 
Lyme have somewhere to 
go. 

The other trustees have 
worked very hard to keep 
it going but there is a 
limit.” 

Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, chairman of the 
Youth Consortium, has 
also expressed her “disap¬ 
pointment” that agreement 
could not be reached with 
Club For Young People. 

In a statement she said: 
“We are very disappointed 
indeed that after strenuous 
joint efforts by the Lyme 
Regis Youth Consortium 
headed by Oliver Letwin, 
Dorset County Council, 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust and Woodroffe 
School, no agreement 
could be reached with the 
Club For Young people 
who, we understand, are 
determined to auction the 
premises. 

“A refusal by those CYP 
trustees tasked with dis¬ 
posing of the Church 
Street building to meet 
with Oliver Letwin and 
Marcus Dixon to consider 
a business plan, which had 
the backing of DCC and 
Woodroffe, was a recent 
final attempt at negotia¬ 


tion. 

“We are fully behind 
LRDT as they seek fund¬ 
ing to be able to attend the 
auction in July and bid for 
the premises on behalf of 
the town’s young people. 
We believe there is a good 
chance this can happen. 
LymeForward’s Youth 
Consortium, is continuing 
to bring key organisations 
together to progress this 
project, assisted by Oliver 
Letwin’s Stirling efforts to 
achieve a successful out¬ 
come. 

“I’m well aware of the 
strong feelings among 
townspeople, the anger 
and frustration being ex¬ 
pressed, but let’s continue 
to work together on this in 
a positive way.” 

Councillor Holman will 
be attend tomorrow 
evening’s public meeting 
and will read a statement 
from Oliver Letwin sup¬ 
porting efforts by the 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust to buy the premises 
at auction. 

The Lyme Rgis Youth 
Action Group, who have 
been campaiging for the 
club to be re-open for the 
youth of Lyme, also issued 
a statement through their 
chairman, Chris Clipson. 

He said: “The trustees 
have consistently refused 



to meet, discuss, or use 
any other method of nego¬ 
tiation with the people of 
Lyme Regis in an open 
forum. 

“The Action Group are 
urging the trustees to can¬ 
cel the auction. 

“The Action Group have 
organised an urgent public 
meeting at St Michael’s 
Primary School, on Thurs¬ 
day, June 17th at 6pm. All 
members of the public are 
welcome and the young 
people of Lyme Regis. 
This meeting is to update 
people for open discussion 
and to plan. 

“Some trustees are also 
council members and have 
used this to consistently 
avoid the issue; these 
council representat¬ 
ives/trustees claim prejudi¬ 
cial interest and leave the 
chamber whenever the 
question regarding the 
club for young people 
arises. 

“We believe that the 
committee for standards in 
public life did not intend 
this regulation to enable 
councillors to hide from 
public scrutiny especially 
when holding office while 
being trustees of various 
associations.” 

Three trustees - David 
Cozens, Neil Pullinger and 
Ken Meech and Audrey 
Coussens (secretary) - 
seem to be making deci¬ 
sions regarding the auction 
of the Club For Young 
People (formerly known as 
the boys club) without 
consulting the other 
trustees. 

“Is it right that the pro¬ 
ceeds of this auction if it’s 
is to take place, revert to 
the HQ based in London 
leaving Lyme Regis with 
no buildings or funds for 
young people the commu¬ 
nity and out of school ac- 
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tivities? The recent survey 
of the building would 
leave us to believe that 
much of the deterioration 
is due to the lack of basic 
maintenance even though 
there have been funds 
available from a recently 
aborted sale. 

“We believe that there 
are sufficient qualified 
people in Lyme Regis to 
repair and renovate the 
building at far less cost 
than that suggested in the 
survey. We also believe 
there are sufficient quali¬ 
fied people in Lyme to 
take the development of 
the club forward and be¬ 
lieve that the trustees have 
obstructed this progress, 
thus denying the young 
people in the town what is 
rightfully theirs. 

“We now find ourselves 
in a position of having to 
find funds to try and pur¬ 
chase the building at auc¬ 
tion on July 21st knowing 
that any such funds avail¬ 
able may be lost to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Clubs 
for Young People in Lon¬ 
don, even though the 
building was originally 
purchased on behalf of the 
young people of Lyme 
Regis, due to the kind sup¬ 
port of many local families 
and the Church of Eng¬ 
land. 

“The trustees could 
transfer the ownership to a 
new trust for a nominal £1. 

“If we are forced to bid 
for the CYP building at 
auction, we are setting up 
a purchasing fund through 
the Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust called Youth 
500 - 100, the idea being 
that donations of £500 and 
£100 would soon build up 
but of course any dona¬ 
tions would be much ap¬ 
preciated. To donate please 
make cheques available to 
the Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust and send this to 
St Michael’s Business 
Centre, Church St, DT7 
3DB. Please include your 


name and address in case 
the purchase is unsuccess¬ 
ful. 

“The trustees involved in 
this disgraceful action are 
David Cozens, Kenneth 
Meech, Neil Pullinger, 
Audrey Coussens (secre¬ 
tary), Ingrid Holland and 
Wendy Alexander ...they 
are accused of a lack of 
action and failure to en¬ 
gage with concerned 
members of the public and 
failure to attend a recent 
meeting set up by Oliver 
Letwin MP. 

“We have written to the 
trustees (see open letter on 
page 5) urging them to put 
a stop to the sale of the 
club. We have reason to 
believe that not all of the 
trustees are in agreement 
with this decision; if this is 
the case we ask those 
trustees that that do not 
support the decision to sell 
the club to speak out now, 
do not be silent any longer. 
Every trustee has a respon¬ 
sibility to protect the asset. 

“As members of the 
Youth Club Action Group 
we are asking each of you 
to act on your consciences 
and to assert your right as 
trustees to collectively re¬ 
consider this decision and 
to put a stop to the sale of 
the club. 

“The overwhelming 
view in the town is that the 
building should not be 
sold on the open market 
and that its refurbishment 
and subsequent re-opening 
holds the best way for¬ 
ward. 

We call upon the trustees 
to: 

♦ Stop the sale to the 
highest bidder and agree a 
sale to an organisation in 
the town so that it can be 
used for the purpose for 
which it was intended 
(young people). 

♦ Act in an open manner 
and work with those who 
would like the opportunity 
to save the club and work 
on raising funds to get it 
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fully operational again, in 
the best interests of the 
young people of the town. 

♦ As we have asked 
many times in past, please 
open a dialogue with us in 
order that we can work to¬ 
gether in the best interests 
of the young people and 
wider community of the 
town 

“If you do not want to 
see the club re-open, 
maybe it’s time to hand the 
baton over to others who 
want to see the club open 
again, playing its part at 
the heart of the youth of 
the town, please do not 
deny others the opportu¬ 
nity to make this work. 

“Please be remembered 
for getting this right.” 

Marcus Dixon has con¬ 
firmed that he is attemping 
to raise the money to put in 
a bid for the building at the 
auction. 

In their statement two 
weeks ago (not sent to the 
View from Lyme Regis), 
the trustees’ President 
Ken Meech was quoted as 
saying: “Without a major 
and speedy injection of 
money, there is no way we 
can proceed with a youth 
club project.” 

The trustees have been 
advised that it could cost 
as much as £300,000 to re¬ 
furbish the premises and 
£6,000 a year for the next 
20 years to maintain. 

♦ The View from Lyme 
Regis has not received any 
statement for the trustees 
but wil be pleased to do so. 


Man arrested after

♦ A 32-year-old local woman was also arrested 
in Broad Street on Saturday for suspected drink 
driving. She was stopped for driving with illegal 
number plates and police smelt alcohol on her 
breath. She is due to appear in court on July 2nd.

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Dorset Police commander: Crime down 


ONE year on from taking 
over as Dorset Police 
Commander for the 
Dorset County Council 
area, Chief Superintend¬ 
ent Martin Hiles has 
hailed the work of police 
and partnership teams for 
a significant reduction in 
crime in the area. 

Total recorded crime in 
the Dorset County sec¬ 
tion in 09/10 has fallen 
by five per cent com¬ 
pared with 2008/09 - 300 
less crimes. 

There have been signif¬ 
icant in-roads into tack¬ 
ling violent crime - the 
number of violent inci¬ 
dents has reduced by 5.3 
per cent (218 fewer vic¬ 
tims of violent incidents). 

Dwelling burglaries 
have also gone down by 
8.4 per cent (61 fewer 
victims homes broken 
into). 

Levels of dwelling bur¬ 
glary are almost 60 per 
cent lower than in 
1998/99. 

However, Chief Super¬ 
intendent Hiles admitted 
it had been a challenging 
year: “The ongoing eco¬ 
nomic crisis has certainly 
had an impact, and we 
have had to continually 
find ways of working 


smarter with the money 
we have. 

“We have worked ex¬ 
tremely closely with the 
councils and other part¬ 
ners who are absolutely 
essential to making our 
communities safer.” 

Last year, the area’s pri¬ 
orities were to cut road 
deaths, protect vulnera¬ 
ble people - particularly 
domestic abuse victims, 
and reduce violent crime. 

Chief Superintendent 
Hiles continued: “We 
have seen a reduction in 
the number of domestic 
violence incidents -we 
have seen this type of 
crime fall by 5.6 percent 
on the previous year. 

“However, the number 
of people killed or seri¬ 
ously injured on roads 
has gone up by 2.6 per 
cent. 

“Earlier this year saw 
the launch of No Excuse. 
This year-long campaign 
brings together key local 
agencies and combines 
enforcement and media 
tactics to crack down on 
anti-social and illegal 
driving. 

“We hope this will have 
a real impact on reducing 
these statistics further. 

“This year, our priori¬ 


ties are to reduce serious 
violent crime, deal effec¬ 
tively with crime and 
anti-social behaviour 
which most affects local 
communities, protect 
vulnerable people and 
communities and reduce 
road casualties. 

“We will continue to 
work closely with our 
partners and in the case 
of reducing violent crime 
- work closely with local 
authorities and licensing 
teams to ensure that alco¬ 
hol is not being sold to 
underage young people 
and to enforce licensing 
conditions. 

“We will ensure that 
there is even more sup¬ 
port for domestic abuse 
victims and that they 
should be encouraged to 
come forward if they 
have been a victim of 
crime. 

“Despite falling levels 
of burglary, people are 
still leaving windows and 
doors open so we will be 
publicising crime pre¬ 
vention advice through 
media campaigns and 
local leaflets and of 
course, doing all we can 
to catch and convict bur¬ 
glars.” 

The latest figures for 


Dorset from the British 
Crime Survey on the way 
police and local councils 
are dealing with ASB and 
crime issues that matter 
are also up on last quar¬ 
ter. 

More than half of peo¬ 
ple asked in the survey 
said they ‘strongly agree’ 
or ‘tend to agree’. This 
figure was 49 per cent in 
March 2009. 

This figure comes from 
respondents from sur¬ 
veys conducted in the 12 
months ending Decem¬ 
ber 2009. 

The Dorset Community 
Safety Partnership (CSP) 
has set out the minimum 
service standards people 
can expect when report¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour 
incidents. 

This new charter aims 
to help local communi¬ 
ties fight back against 
noise nuisance, vandal¬ 
ism, drunkenness and 
other neighbourhood 
problems. 

And the partnership - 
which includes local 
councils and Dorset’s po¬ 
lice, fire, health and pro¬ 
bation services - has also 
pledged to target areas 
which suffer from re¬ 
peated problems.

TWO of the youngest members of Lyme Regis Town

AN open letter to The Trustees of The Lyme Regis 
Club for Young People from the Lyme Regis Youth 
Action Group - David Cozens, Kenneth Meech, Neil 
Pullinger, Audrey Coussens- secretary, Ingrid Hol¬ 
land and Wendy Alexander. 

WE have recently been made aware of the trustees’ de¬ 
cision to sell the Club For Young People at auction. 

This is extremely disappointing news. We believe the 
trustees are not acting in the best interests of the young 
people of Lyme Regis. We have reason to believe that not 
all of the trustees are in agreement with this decision; if 
this is the case we ask those trustees that do not support 
the decision to sell the club to speak out. 

As members of the Youth Club Action Group we are 
asking each of you to act on your consciences and to as¬ 
sert your right as trustees to collectively reconsider this 
decision and to put a stop to the sale of the club. 

By selling this once and for all time asset for the young 
people and community of Lyme Regis on the open mar¬ 
ket you are denying others the opportunity to make it 
work, you are denying the youth of the town a resource, 
which is rightfully theirs. 

Your secretary has told us the money from the sale of 
the building will go into the Lyme Regis Club for Young 
People’s bank account and be used to purchase a new 
suitable site. 

However, if a site does not become available, she has 
told us that the funds would go back to a central account 
in London, and possibly be lost to the youth of Lyme for¬ 
ever. 

What are the trustees thinking? Where would the 
money come from for this new site and building, where 
is the site? 


The overwhelming view in the town is that the building 
should not be sold on the open market and that its refur¬ 
bishment and subsequent re-opening holds the best way 
forward. 

We call upon the trustees to: 

♦ Stop the sale to the highest bidder and agree a sale 
to an organisation in the town so that it can be used for 
the purpose for which it was intended [young people]. 

♦ Act in an open manner and work with those who 
would like the opportunity to save the club and work on 
raising funds to get it fully operational again, in the best 
interests of the young people of the town. 

As we have asked many times in past please open a di¬ 
alogue with us in order that we can work together in the 
best interests of the young people and wider community 
of the town. 

If you do not want to see the club re-open, maybe it’s 
time to hand the baton over to others who want to see the 
club open again, playing its part at the heart of the youth 
of the town, please do not deny others the opportunity to 
make this work. 

Please be remembered for getting this right.

O N the same week¬ 
end as veterans 
from the Second 
World War paid what may 
well be their last visit to the 
D-Day beaches, 40 mem¬ 
bers of Lyme Regis Foot¬ 
ball Club travelled to one 
of the first villages liber¬ 
ated in the invasion of 
Northern Europe. 

They were there to cele¬ 
brate the 30th anniversary 
of the twinning arange- 
ment with the village foot¬ 
ball team, US Creully - a 
unique asssociation in 
grassroots football in 
France and the UK. 

But the party from Lyme 
did not forget those brave 
young men who gave their 
lives on that fateful day - 
June 6th 1944. 

They placed a wreath at 
the war memorial 4th/7th 
Royal Dragoon Guards 
who lost 87 men in the bat¬ 
tle for Creully, as they have 
done for the past 15 years. 

It was a sombre occasion 
in an otherwise fun filled 
weekend which cemented 
many friendships from 
both sides of the English 
Channel. 

I chose not to travel with 
the official party. My days 
of spending six hours on a

channel ferry with 40 
thirsty young footballers 
are long gone, I’m afraid, 
so I took the circuitous and 
more relaxed route. 

As I’m no longer a part 
of the Creully organising 
committee, I’ve come out 
here primarily to record 
this special occasion for 
the View from Lyme Regis. 
But as a member of that 
first trip back in 1980, I 
hope to be involved in 
some small way. 

It’s a unique collabora¬ 


tion, unheard of in local 
football in France and the 
UK. It should be recog¬ 
nised by the FA in both 
countries, a classic exam¬ 
ple of how to bring differ¬ 
ent cultures together 
through sport.

where Veronique Bunel, 
an excellent English 
speaker and daughter of 
fellow LRFC life member 
Michel Longuet, met and 
delivered me to my B & B 
in Cruelly, about 10 km 
away where I have stayed 
before on non-football 
visits. 

I had to cross Paris by 
taxi to get to the railway 
station from Orly airport, 
passing the Arch de Tri- 
umphe on the way. Paris 
looked glorious in the 
early summer sun and the 
rail trip with SNCF was an 
infinitely more pleasurable 
than the Axminster-Fon- 
don route, a similar dis¬ 
tance, which I often travel 
but which is four times the 
price. 

We arrived in Cruelly 
around 5pm, looking as 
quiet and sleepy as ever.

in Fyme on several occa¬ 
sions. Bruno is now the 
guardian (caretaker) at the 
11 th century chateau and 
surrounding grounds 
which as a lifestyle has to 
be verging on paradise. 

We shared a cold beer in 
the shadow of the chateau 
which provided a base for 
the BBC in the days after 
D-Day on June 6 th 1944. 
Radio amateurs were 
climbing over the tower, 
erecting radio antennae to 
recapture those dramatic 
days with an exhibition 
over the weekend to come. 

That evening I dined 
with Michel and Marie- 
Francoise Fonguet, who 
have been connected with 
the twinning arrangement 
for 30 years. They speak 
little English and my 
French is shamefully poor 
but we manage to rub 
along. Marie-Francoise is a 


marvellous cook and their 
hospitality is typical of 
Normandy. 

On Friday, after a relax¬ 
ing morning, Michel and I 
drove over to Quisterham 
to welcome the Fyme 
boys, arriving in two mini¬ 
buses and Will Thomp¬ 
son’s camper van. On the 
way into Creully we 
stopped, as is usual, at a 
bar in Douvre des De- 
liverand, the old enemy 
Axminster’s twin town, if 
only to make obscene ges¬ 
tures at the signs “Twinned 
with Axminster”. 

The start of the 30th an¬ 
niversary celebrations was 
marked by a short cere¬ 
mony at the Stadium 
Sportif, home of US 
Creully where the Union 
Jack and French Tricolour 
were raised with the play¬ 
ing of the two national an¬ 
thems. Stuart Rattenbury, 
who has been on every 
twinning trip to Creully 
and is highly respected in 
the village, was entrusted 
with the running up of the 
French flag but to be quite 
honest he made a bit of a 
horlicks of it, much to the 
amusement of his col¬ 
leagues. 

Friday evening was to be 
spent with the host fami¬ 
lies and for me that meant 
another wonderful four- 
course meal at the Fonguet 
household, including my 


all-time Normandy 

favourite, Coquille St 
Jacques. 

Over the years the 
McFennan family of Fyme 
and Fonguet family of 
Creully have become great 
friends and during the 
evening, as a bit of fun, 
Robert McFennan enrolled 
Michel Fonguet into the 
McFennan Clan, present¬ 
ing him with a special cer¬ 
tificate and a tamoshanter. 

We were summoned 
back to the Stadium 
Sportif (a splendid sports 
stadium maintained by the 
local council) where a 
short parade was staged, 
led by the Mayor of 
Creully, M. Roger Divert, 
and our own town crier, 
Phil Street, looking re¬ 
splendent as always in his 
uniform, prior to the un¬ 
veiling of a plaque renam¬ 
ing the road “Allee Fyme 
Regis”. 

There were speeches by 
Monsieur le Mayor and M. 
Ibister Favisse, President 
of the Community of 
Communes (not sure what 
that is) who had a remark¬ 
able resemblance to Ein¬ 
stein. 

For the Brits, Fyme 
Regis FC chairman 
Howard Farcombe made 
an excellent speech in 
French, referring to how

proud we are of the veter¬ 
ans who helped to liberate 
Normandy and our pride 
also in the 30 years of 
twinning.

Phil Street, a man who 
knows a thing or two 
about twinning, also made 
a fine cry in English and 
French, telling the assem¬ 
bled guests: “For 30 con¬ 
secutive years footballers 
have been travelling be¬ 
tween Lyme Regis and 
Creully and the two com¬ 
munities have developed 
many friendships. 

“This weekend cele¬ 
brates a historic occasion 
between the two football 
clubs and a significant 
achievement in the cul¬ 
tural exchanges of com¬ 
munity twinning.” 

He finished his cry with 
the words: “Vive La 
Reine. God Save The 
Queen. Vive la Re- 
publique!” The French 
loved it and the party from 
Lyme were clearly proud 
that the road had been re¬ 
named after their town, es¬ 
pecially as virtually ever 
other road in Creully is 
named after a French hero 
or British officers from the 
Normandy landings. 

After yet another long 
lunch with the host fami¬ 
lies (do the French eat as 
much as this as a matter of 
course?), we returned to 
the stadium for the Main 
Event - the football. 

Lyme won the first game 
30 years ago 8-0 on what 
was no more than a 
farmer’s field. Over the 
years US Creully have im¬ 
proved greatly, both in 
ability and in the facilities 
they have at their disposal. 
They have beaten us many 
times but on this occasion 
it was the English who tri¬ 
umphed - 4-1 with a hat- 
trick, rather appropriately, 
coming from Julien 
Simier. 

That evening we were 
entertained royally at a 
four-course banquet in the 
Chateau to Creully and 
there was the usual ex-

change of gifts. Creully 
gave us a television (prob¬ 
ably because they heard 
our own had been stolen 
from the Davey Fort club¬ 
house a few months back) 
and we presented them 
with a framed Lyme Regis 
FC shirt, signed by all 
those on the official party. 

The partying went on 
until daylight, although I 
bailed out long before 
dawn, as did most of the 
“old brigade” with the no¬ 
table exception of one! But 
what goes on tour stays on 
tour, as they say, so his se¬ 
cret is safe with me. 

On Sunday morning, I 
joined the Rattenbury boys 
- Brian, Steve and Stuart - 
and Ted Bignal, at 82 our 
oldest member, to attend 
the remembrance cere¬ 
mony at the 4th/7th Royal 
Dragoon Guards where 
Ted layed a wreath on be¬ 
half of the club. 

On the 50th anniversary 
of D-Day we joined in with 
the Dragoon Guards and 
they asked us if we would 
place a wreath at the me¬ 
morial on all our visits as 
they were getting older and 
fewer numbers were able 
to attend each year. 

We have honoured that 
commitment every year 
since and all of us consid¬ 
ered it a privilege to wit¬ 
ness the emotional 
ceremony. 

After a few beers at one 
of the local bars, it was 
back to the stadium where 
a “country lunch” was 
served before the final 
farewells. We presented all 
the Creully members with 
a copy of our 125 th an¬ 
niversary brochures and 
we all laughed at how 
young and inncoent we 
looked (and how slim we 
were) 30 years ago. 





Before departing, there 
was one final act in a 
weekend in which friend¬ 
ships were strengthened 
and promises made to al¬ 
ways keep coming back - 
the lowering of the flags.

Fossil hunter 
trapped on cliffs 

TEAMWORK involving Lyme Regis lifeboat crew and 
eight coastguards resulted in the successful rescue 
of a man who was cut off by the tide at Black Venn. 

The lifeboat was launched at 9.05am on Monday 
to assist the coastguards in rescuing the 55-year-old 
fossil hunter, who was trapped on cliffs 300 feet 
above the beach. He had used his mobile phone to 
call for help. 

The coastguards stayed in contact with the man 
throughout the rescue, but asked the lifeboat crew 
to help spot him from the sea. 

The crew located the man and guided coast¬ 
guards to him. He was uninjured. 

Coastguard station officer Graham Turner said: 
"Without the lifeboat crew our job would have been 
a good deal more difficult. This was another exam¬ 
ple of teamwork between the two volunteer 
groups." 

The rescue comes after the lifeboat crew and 
coastguards trained together the previous week.

Twinning link celebrated again

LYME Regis and St 
George’s, Bermuda, Twin¬ 
ning Association are look¬ 
ing forward to their annual 
commemorative parade 
this July, marking the 
400th anniversary of the 
death of Admiral Sir 
George Somers. 

In the 17th century, for¬ 
mer Mayor of Lyme Regis 
and MP for West Dorset, 
Sir George Somers, and 
shipmates of the “Sea Ven¬ 
ture” were shipwrecked in 
Bermuda whilst on their 
way to deliver provisions 
for the starving in 
Jamestown, Virginia. 

It is believed the incident 
was the inspiration for 
Shakespeare’s play “The 
Tempest”. 

The 150 survivors began 
the colonisation of 
Bermuda during the 
months they stayed there. 
Eventually, 142 continued 
their journey to Jamestown 
in 1610 after building two 
new small ships, “The De¬ 
liverance” and “The Pa¬ 
tience”, from the wreck 
and cedar wood of 
Bermuda. 

The ships were led again 
by Sir George Somers and 
aboard with him was Sir 
John Rolfe, who later went 
on to marry Pohatan In¬ 
dian, Pocahontas, made fa¬ 


mous by the Disney tale. 

They found a starving 
community in Jamestown 
and the colony only sur¬ 
vived thanks to the two 
ships from Bermuda and 
another relief fleet com¬ 
manded by Lord 
Delaware. 

As well as the death of 
Admiral Sir George 
Somers, this year also 
marked the 400th anniver¬ 
sary of this heroic journey 
in May. 

Somers later became ill 


during his trip back to 
Bermuda on “The Pa¬ 
tience” to find more provi¬ 
sions and died on 
November 9th of that year. 
His heart was buried in 
Lyme’s twin town St 
George’s, Bermuda, and 
his body was buried in 
Whitchurch Canonicorum 
near Lyme Regis. 

The annual commemo¬ 
rative parade will be held 
on Wednesday, July 28th, 
beginning at Langmoor 
Gardens at 11.30am and 


being led to the Cobb, 
where a short ceremony 
will be held. Members of 
St George’s civic party 
will visit Lyme for the oc¬ 
casion. 

Lyme Regis Museum is 
also currently displaying 
an exhibition to celebrate 
the life of Sir George 
Somers, in the upper ro¬ 
tunda gallery. The exhibi¬ 
tion started in May and 
will continue until the end 
of July.

Pricing and costs

3. What is the company’s workman ship warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are for longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not really as 
important as customer referrals. Most workmanship errors will be 
found within the first year, probably the first good storm. The 


reason this question is important is 

most roofing contractors will warranty 

the workmanship, and the manufacturer 

will warranty the product as long as it is in- 

stalled correctly. Make sure you understand 

warranties.

E motions are

Regis over the disposal 
of the Club For Young 
People in Church 
Street. 

There has been near 
universal condemna¬ 
tion of the decision by 
the trustees to put the 
building up for auction 
on July 21st.

And for Barbara to 
stand down after work¬ 
ing so hard for the 
youth club over a long 
period of time, you can 
be assured that things 
are pretty grim. It is 
not in Barbara’s na¬ 
ture to walk away from 
a sinking ship. 

There are many ques¬ 
tions which need an¬ 
swering and I am sorry 
I am not able to do so. 

The trustees choose 
not to use the columns 
of the View from Lyme 
Regis and therefore we 
don’t receive their 
press statements. That 
is their prerogative but 
the offer remains that 
we will be more than 
happy to give their 
side of the story should 
they so wish. 

One question I would 
like answered is “Who

actually owns the build¬ 
ing?” There is talk of any 
money raised by the sale 
of the premises going 
back to the National Asso¬ 
ciation for Clubs for 
Young People, although I 
understand that this 
would only be the case if 
there was no other site for 
a new youth club. 

If my memory serves 
me right, the building 
was purchased with the 
help of a loan/donation 
from the Eyre family and 
a good deal of fundrais¬ 
ing. Does that mean that 
any money raised by its 
sale should stay in the 
town, which is what most 
people want? 

If the auction in Ply¬ 
mouth goes ahead, there 
is still a good chance that 
the former Church Hall 
building can continue its 
life as a centre for young 
people with involvement 


from the Woodroffe 
School. 

Marcus Dixon, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, is 
working hard to raise the 
necessary cash to be in a 
position to make a realis¬ 
tic bid at the auction. 

Then there is the issue 
of how much it would cost 
to put the club back into 
good order. An original 
survey by Dorset County 
Council came up with the 
figure of £250,000. A more 
detailed look at the build¬ 
ing confirmed this figure 
although the trustees 
have said it could cost as 
much as £300,000 with 
£6,000 annual running 
costs for the next 20 
years. 

If these figures are accu¬ 
rate, one can understand 
why they want to get rid 
of the building as soon as 
possible. But there are 


many who believe a 
great deal of the renova¬ 
tions could be carried 
out by voluntary labour 
and the final bill would 
be very much less that 
£250,000. This is cer¬ 
tainly the view of the 
Youth Action Group. 

The action group are 
urging the trustees to 
step aside and hand the 
building over to a new 
trust for £1 

I have no idea whether 
this is legal or not. Bar¬ 
bara Austin firmly be- 
lives there are younger 
people who could make 
the club work and that 
is one of the reason why 
she has decided to step 
aside. 

I can’t see the rest of 
the trustees doing like¬ 
wise, although I am sure 
there have been many 
times recently when 
they must have won¬ 


dered whether it was 
all worthwhile. 

If it is legally possible, 
I see no reason why 
they should not make 
way for those who 
think they can save the 
youth club. 

The present trustees 
have worked hard for 
many years but some¬ 
times you get to a point 
where it is impossible 
to move forward. 

I experienced that 
with the Strawberry 
Field project and I fi¬ 
nally had to admit I 
was not going to be able 
to see the project 
through to completion. 

One thing I don’t un¬ 
derstand, however, is 
the apparent reluctance 
of the trustees to talk to 
other parties. They 
maintain they have not 
refused to meet with 
MP Oliver Letwin and 
Marcus Dixon, as al¬ 
leged this week, but 
surely there can be no 
reason why they should 
not meet the action 
group and listen to 
their ideas? 

Co-operation is al¬ 
ways better than con¬ 
frontation.

history 

anyone? 



T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the throne, 
following the death of Charles II. He assembled an army 
in excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somer¬ 
set. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorch¬ 
ester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the Oakroom at 
the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced 
to death. Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Tor- 
bay, Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in theTower of Lon¬ 
don. He died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural 
causes. 

Rumours atthe time said he has been poisoned while in the 
Tower and that his body had been returned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been carefully re¬ 
stored to maintain its character and original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful tearoom, 
with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner House. The Oakroom of today serves 
a variety of light meals throughout the day and service is a 
high priority. The staff at the Oakroom pride themselves on 
their high levels of customer service, creating a warm, homely 
atmosphere where you can enjoy lovely lunches and of course, 
Dorset clotted cream teas.

THE World Cup is finally here and, like it or loathe it, there's no escape - 
it's even the subject of this week's music column. This year's tournament 
marks the first time since 1966 that England have qualified for the finals 
and not produced an official song to soundtrack their campaign. Man¬ 
ager Fabio Capello vetoed the idea last year, saying he didn't want any 
possible distractions in the build-up to the finals. Spoilsport. 

But that hasn't stopped a clutch of unofficial tunes supporting the na¬ 
tional side from sneaking out. Dizzee Rascal and James Corden's 'Shout 
For England' is currently number one, proving the public want World 
Cup tunes whether they've got Fabio's seal of approval or not. 

In fact, in more recent times, the unofficial tunes have often proved 
more popular than the FA approved numbers 

But first of all, let's go backtothe good old days when you didn't need 
a pop band to make your record - just the squad itself.'Back Home'was 
a smash hit back in 1970, the very first England World Cup record and 
one of only three to feature the team itself. That's the way to do it! 

All the big names are here, belting out a song that would set the stan¬ 
dard for years to come. Bobby Moore, Alan Ball, Bobby Charlton - sing 
up, lads! And the record topped the charts for three weeks. 

As for the football itself, England made it to the quarter-finals in Mex¬ 
ico, losing to West Germany after extra time. 

England didn't qualify for another World Cup for 12 years, but went 
straight back in the studio in 1982 to record This Time (Well Get It Right)' 
in readiness for their campaign in Spain. Led by Kevin Keegan in both 
the singing and haircut department, the single made it to number two. 
And England could only make it to round two of the tournament. 

Four years later it was time for another anthem, 'Whole World At Our 
Feet.'The brass section was back but the record sales weren't - it flopped, 
scrapping into the charts at a lowly number 66. 

But Gary Lineker and the boys did better on the field, only losing to 
Argentina in the quarter-finals after Diego Maradona had "scored" with 
his hand. Or was it God's? 

After the disappointing performance of the previous single, the FA 
took a different approach for Italia 90. The old formula was shown the 
red card and Manchester legends New Order teamed up with Keith 
Allen (yes, Lily's dad) to create the most contemporary England tune yet, 
'World In Motion.' 

There was minimal involvement from the squad (a few players ap¬ 
peared in the video) but no one can forget John Barnes'starring role, 
delivering that rap! 

"Catch me if you can, Cos I'm the England man, And what you're look¬ 
ing at, Is the masterplan" - now that's a football record! 

It was another number one single... and who knows what would have 
happened if we hadn't gone out to West Germany on penalties? 

England missed out on a ticket to USA 94 but were back on board for 
France 98. '(How Does It Feel To Be) On Top Of The World'was a sung by 
a real mish-mash of a collective. Members of the Spice Girls, Echo &The 
Bunnymen and the Lightning Seeds recorded the tune, but their was no 
involvement whatsoever from the players. The song only made it to 
number nine and Glenn Hoddle's team went out on penalties to Ar¬ 
gentina in the second round. 

The anthem of 1998 turned out to be 'Vindaloo' by Fat Les (which fea¬ 
tured Keith Allen), a subversive chant rather than a song which captured 
everyone's attention. That made it to number two, with a re-recording 
of'Three Lions'(originally written for the European Championships two 
years earlier) by Baddiel & Skinner making it to the top. 

After the wealth of tunes we had to choose from to accompany the 
French football feast in 1998, in 2002 we were "treated" to'On The Ball' 
by Ant and Dec. It might have reached number three but was without 
doubt the worst England tune yet. The alternative of'Sven, Sven' Sven' 
by Bell & Spurling wasn't much better either. 

As for the team, they made it to the quarter-finals but went out to a 
ten-man Brazil after Ronaldinho had lobbed David Seaman. 

For Germany 2006 the FA opted for the"cool route"again, much as they 
had when they went for New Order in 1990. Sadly they made the mis¬ 
take of using a band that hadn't been cool for sometime. In fact, I'm not 
sure they ever were. 

'World At Your Feet' by Embrace was passable enough, but was an¬ 
other tune not to feature the squad whatsoever - there wasn't even 
room for a cheeky rap. It made number three. 

England reached the quarter-finals (again) going out on penalties 
(again) to Portugal (again) - the Portuguese having knocked England 
out of Euro 2004 only two years earlier. 

This year then, no official tune (perhaps not a bad thing) but we can 
all "shout" for the boys along with Dizzee Rascal and that fat bloke off 
Gavin and Stacey if we really want to.

300STR Wildcat hits the street 


SINCE Qt Services took over produc¬ 
tion of the Wildcat, they have devel¬ 
oped and launched what can only be 
described as the meanest road legal 
off-road vehicle, equally at home in 
the City of London as it would be in 
the deserts of North Africa. 

Powered by an ultra-reliable, 4 litre 
Rover V8, the 300STR is capable of 3-fig- 
ure speeds over completely unmade ter¬ 
rain, something that even the ubiquitous 
Range Rover Sport would look askance 
at. The secret of the success of this 


model is the suppleness of its chassis 
and suspension, derived from its big 
brothers that compete in 'raid' events 
such as the gruelling Dakar Rally, which 
makes it surprisingly easy and comfort¬ 
able to drive. And in spite of its incredi¬ 
ble performance figures - 0-60 in 5.8 
seconds - the Wildcat manages to 
achieve a good balance between per¬ 
formance and economy. 

The car pictured not only has the usual 
Wildcat features that make it almost un¬ 
breakable - fully welded tubular chassis, 


4-wheel drive, 5-point harnesses, heavy 
duty differentials and drive-shafts - but 
also creature comforts such as air condi¬ 
tioning, bluetooth, iPod dock and stereo 
hi-fi. The boss of Qt Services, Dave 
Marsh, denies his wife wanted one mod¬ 
ified for shopping but does admit to the 
chassis' versatility allowing for a certain 
amount of customising: "If you consider 
that the 300STR is essentially a two- 
seater, there are a number of options 
open to you and this first production 
300STR has been specified with rear stor¬ 
age for the new owner's golf clubs. We'd 
love to be there when he rocks up to the 
clubhouse and parks it next to the As¬ 
tons and Mercedes! Definitely a head- 
turner." 

Depending on your style of driving, 
there are three Wildcat variants to

A REDUCTION in teams means newly

BOB Buckler moved to his new premises two sea¬ 
sons ago. The newly built compact yard is on land 
owned by Jeremy Barber at Henley, nearCrewkerne, 
and certainly a change from the sprawling outbuild¬ 
ings at Melplash Court Farm writes Stuart Broom. 

Although Buckler had 500 acres of very undulating 
land to train his horses there, the close proximity of 
all the facilities at Henley has made working much 
easier, and he was full of praise for his landlord. 

"Jeremy has been absolutely brilliant. He couldn't 
have been more helpful in helping us move and 
since, and he has given me carte blanche to do as I 
like. As he also has horses we have to be sensible 
when the weather is really poor as to where we can 
train, but it is a first class arrangement for which I am 
very grateful." 

With other trainers in close proximity, they have 
dubbed it 'Mini-Lambourn' and they regularly are 
racing against horses from the other stables. 

In addition to Buckler, Simon Burroughs trains out 
of Jeremy Barber's stables and won recently atTow- 
cesterwith Beauchamp Viking. 

Jeremy's father Richard trains at nearby Seabor- 
ough where he has an all weather track. He is one of 
Paul Nicholls' satellite stables and got one up on 
Buckler last week when Sallymustangrally beat 
Ethiopia at Fontwell. 

Anthony Honeyball rents part of the Seaborough 
complex and he had success when Cashback won at 
Worcester two weeks ago. 

Looking to next season Buckler admitted that it 
will be harder for his more experienced horses to 
win. "They have come to the top of their handicaps 
and so are not going to be able to improve them. 

"We saw this season that some of them such as 
Double Dizzy have run some good races but have 


been beaten by their handicap." 

Two horses he picked for success last season, he 
hopes will come through during the next campaign. 

Sean Thornton had a very disappointing season 
after an encouraging third on his debut at Exeter, 
and his future prospects hang in the balance having 
been cut into badly by another horse at Fontwell six 
weeks ago. 

"He works well at home, but does not seem to get 
it on the racecourse. The cut damaged his tendon 
and things do not look good at present although he 
is holding his own." 

Nick Elliott owned Cullahill looked to be coming 
good until he suffered a leg injury in December 2008 
that saw him sidelined until April this year. 

Having pulled off a front shoe in his return at Ex¬ 
eter, he subsequently ran a great race when second 
to Baddam at Worcester recently. 

"We have to be very careful when we run him. He 
needs good ground and ran very well at Worcester 
last time, but we don't dare take any risks with him 
regarding ground conditions." 

As with every stable, horses come and go, but 
there were a few tears last week when I Hear Thun¬ 
der left for pastures new. 

A victim of his own success, he fell foul of the hand¬ 
icap system. Such was his consistency; he rarely ran 
a bad race that he did not get relief from the handi- 
capper, and would surely have won more races had 
he done so. 

The highlight of his career was probably winning 
the Grand Sefton Chase at Aintree in November 
2006, storming home by seven lengths under Daryl 
Jacob. The 12-year-old may well go point-to-point 
or hunter chasing next season.
